OTTAWA, May 4th.—In the closing 
hours before Parliament was dissolved 
last Saturday, three very important 
measures were passed and received 
Royal Assent. Little need be said fur- 
ther of the North Atlantic Pact, the 
significance of which is so well under- 
stood. Canada’s ratification of the 
pact has already been sent by special 
messenger to Washington to be de- 
posited with the U.S. Secretary of 
State. It is quite possible that Cana- 
da’s approval will be the first from any 
country to reach Washington. 

Of especial interest to Western Cana- 
da are the two other measures, the 
approval of the International Wheat 
Agreement and the acts relating to the 
laying of oil and gas pipe lines from 
the Alberta fields. 


Wheat Agreement in Detail 

In the Wheat Agreement Canada is 
one of the five exporting countries in- 
volved, and its share of the export is 
203 million bushels out of a total of 
454 million. The other major exporters 
are United States and Australia and 
the two minor exporters France and 
Uruguay. 

As is known, it is a four-year agree- 
ment of these exporters with 36 im- 
porting countries, the exporting coun- 
tries guaranteeing a maximum price of 
$1.80 basis Number One Northern, Fort 
William or Vancouver, and the import- 
ing countries guaranteeing floor prices 
$1.50, $1.40, $1.30 and $1.20 in the first, 
second, third and fourth year respect- 
ively. -The agreement does not pre- 
vent the exporting countries selling to 
other countries or from selling larger 
quantities. 


Prime Minister Moves Adoption 

In discussing the agreement the 
Prime Minister, Mr. St. Laurent, said: 
“Having in mind the changed wheat 
situation and all the uncertainties that 
may face the marketing of Canadian 
wheat without such international co- 
operation as this agreement provides, 
I move the adoption of this resolution 
as one of particular interest to our 
wheat producers and in the particular 
interest of Canada over the next four 
years.” 

The Prime Minister felt ratification 
of the Agreement would make it easier 
for both parties to carry out the wheat 
agreement with the United Kindom. 
The international agreement “ recog- 


nizes our right to be exporters to these : 


importing countries of a quantity of 
approximately 200 million bushels.” 
This is recognized “ even if wheat were 
declared a surplus in United States.” 
The wheat agreement “may be a

“The F.U.A. Membership campaign 
is approaching the 60-day limit that 
was first set by the Board of Directors. 
At that time they were not aware that

President. - 


HE Federal Budget has been submitted to the House by the 
Hon. Mr. Abbott, is presently being debated as I write, 
and will eventually be passed, and promptly forgotten.

Back Over Past Ten Years 


Do we ever stop to think of 
what has happened to us 
during the past ten years? 
Take 1939 as an example. 
The Federal Budget of that 
year called for less than 
$500 millions, actually $488 
millions were collected 
through taxation. The re- 
cent budget calls for almost 
FIVE TIMES AS MUCH. 
Now this wouldn’t be too bad 
if the national income was also 
up five hundred per cent, but it 
isn’t. The truth of the matter 
is this: whereas the national in- 
come for 1939 was close to the 
four billion mark, the income 
for the past year was barely 
twelve billions. To put it an- 
other way, government spend- 
ing, as called for in the esti- 
mates, approximates 20 per 
cent of our income for 1949, 
whereas ten years ago it was 
only 12 per cent of our earnings 
for that year. 

On the face of it we might 
come to the conclusion that it 
is all right and that we can 
afford it. But, lest we forget, 
are we quite sure that the pre- 
sent price structure is going to 
be maintained? ‘That we are 
going to have a high national 
income indefinitely? 


Face Facts of Economic Life 


We are very foolish if we 
think so. We haven't licked de- 
pression and slump. Can we be 
sure that drought and poor 
crops will never again be our 


But there can be and will be a day of 


portion? That business and 
prices in general are going to 
continue at the present high 
level? It would be better to 
commence right this year and. 
trim our Sajls to the real facts: 
of economic life. 

Because it could happen that 
we might be facing a depres- 
sion in two years’ time. A 
couple of dry years and short 
crops could play havoc with our 
boasted’ prosperity. Maybe I 
am a pessimist and should be 
placed under restraint, and 
then maybe, I could be right in 
my analysis of the present 
situation. 


Signs on the Horizon 


This question of the play of 
economic forces has been a 
hobby of mine for thirty years. 
History tells us that depression 
has always followed a boom, 
and we have many such ex- 
amples during the past one 
hundred and twenty years,. 
which bears this theory out, 
and history has a nasty habit of 
repeating itself. There are not 
lacking signs on the horizon 
that we have reached a peak, 
and that a decline is inevitable. 

We have been looking on the 
bright side of the economic pic- 
ture for quite a number of 
years. We have enjoyed high 
prices for our products and our 
labor. We have become accus- 
tomed to huge spending, not 
only by governments, but also - 
by individuals. We had the 
feeling that good times were

here to stay, and that never 
again would the wolf howl 
around our door. 


What We Must Consider 


I don’t want to pose as an 
alarmist, but my training as an 
economist naturally leads me to 
look at both sides of the pic- 
ture, and it should be necessary 
for us to consider ways and 
means of government spending, 
and what the effect will be 
upon our economy, when prices 
fall and individual incomes 
wither. 

For no matter what else we 
might think, the Federal Gov- 
ernment must have its pound of 
flesh. It has committed itself 
to so many services which we 
did not have ten years ago. In 
addition the national debt is so 
huge, that the interest and ser- 
vicing of this one department 
alone, requires as much money 
each and every year, aS was 
needed for all purposes of gov- 
ernment in 1939. I said a little 
while ago, that the budget of 
that year was a little less than 
five hundred million dollars. 
Each and every year the Gov- 
ernment must find more than 
four hundred millions for inter- 
est alone. 


Other Inescapable Items 


It is not necessary for me to 
enumerate other huge sums re- 
quired. Family allowances take 
another two hundred and fifty 
millions. These two items are 
inescapable. So must national 
defense, veterans’ allowances 
and pensions and a host of

other items be taken care of. 
No matter whether we have 
boom or depression, high prices 
or low, small incomes or large, 
the Federal Government must 
collect each and every year 
from us, the people: of Canada, 
an absolute minimum of one 
and three-quarter billions of 
dollars, and as much over as 
may be necessary for all pur- 
poses of government. 

As I said earlier, it won’t be 
hard just as long as incomes 
are high, but if prices fall, and 
incomes decline, the incidence 
of high taxation can and will 
play havoc with our standard 
of living. 

This is the real danger, and 
one which cannot be passed 
over too lightly. After all, we 
should be able to maintain our 
present standard. If we cannot, 
then something is radically 
wrong with our present system. 


Italy Potential Market 


A potential market for about 500 
high class Canadian Holsteins yearly 
exists in Italy, in the opinion of G. M. 
Clemens, secretary-manager of the 
Holstein Friesian Association of Can- 
ada, who has recently returned from a 
trip to that country. Exports would, 
however, be dependent on the avail- 
ability of foreign exchange; at the 
present time the two sources of foreign 
exchange are the Italian Government 
and E.C.A. funds under the Marshall 
Plan.

Period of Shortage Over 


COPENHAGEN. — The period of pig 
feed shortage in Denmark is now over, 
according to a recent report from the 
Danish Co-operative Slaughter Houses. 
With more feedstuffs and potatoes 
than the country’s pig population can 
consume, the number of hogs, it is 
stated, could be increased. The latest 
estimate of sow numbers in Denmark 
was 249 thousand, compared with 136 
thousand about a year earlier, Before 
the war, the total was 390 thousand, 
and this is the present target of the 
Danish pig industry.

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THE BRITISH WAY 


Through the courtesy of an overseas reader, 
we recently had the pleasure of studying in 
pamphlet form a report delivered to the board 
of directors of a widely-known British steel pro- 
ducts firm by its chairman. The pamphlet is 
entitled “The World Crisis—and Nationaliza- 
tion”. Wecannot give the chairman’s name be- 
cause he has modestly suppressed it. The firm 
is Richard Thomas & Baldwins, Ltd. of London. 

The chairman states in some detail the firm’s 
objections to the Government’s bill to nation- 
alize the iron and steel industry. He presents 
reasons why he believes passage of the bill 
would not in the long run serve the public 
interest. 

It is not the chairman’s opinion of the bill, 
however, that we are disposed to discuss just 
now. That is a matter that the British people 
are competent to debate, and they are debating 
it with vigor and great skill in the presentation 
of both the pros and cons. 

It is because the tone of the report, and 
especially of one paragraph in it, provides a 
revelation of the British spirit at its best, that 
we find it so pleasing as to call for special com- 
ment. The chairman presents his case with 
force but temperately, and near the end, in a 
paragraph which he has caused to be printed 
in black type, he describes “The Company’s 
Duty” in these words: : 

“Meanwhile, it is your duty to carry out 
your responsibilities in such a way that the 
Iron and Steel Industry continues to be one 
of the most efficient industries in the coun- 
try, and not tobe in any way a party toany | 
attempt to sabotage the recovery of the 
nation or to hold the community to ran- 
som. Remember that we are fighting this 
battle not merely to preserve the interests 
of our shareholders, but because we be- 
lieve that our way of conducting a basic 
industry is the best in the interests of the 
community, and it is not part of our way of 
conducting business to use the methods of 
the tyrant or of the saboteur.” 

That paragraph exemplifies the essential 
moderation, the respect for constitutional pro- 
cedures, the regard for vital public interests, 
which are characteristic of British public and 
business life at their best—qualities which are 
to be found on both sides in political and indus- 
trial conflicts, rancorous as these may at times 
appear to become. 3 

That paragraph explains why, in Britain, as 
Dorothy Thompson stated in a recent letter 
from London, “it is difficult to work up the 
bitter hatreds” which lead to internal violence 
in some lands. 


Miss Thompson was struck by the differ- 
ence between such bodies as the F.B.I. (Federa- 
tion of British Industries), and some organiza- 
tions with comparable functions even in the 
Anglo-Saxon world on this side of the Atlantic 
—the National Association of Manufacturers 
of the U.S., for instance. She was astonished 
at the fairmindedness, the scrupulous attempt 
to give credit to opponents where credit is due, 
and at the moderation of industrial organiza- 
tions in general.

REALISM 
The other day, when the newspapers pub- 


lished a despatch from a correspondent of 


recognized reliability who wrote with candor of 
the deficiencies of the Government of Greece, 
a man we met protested that information of 
that kind should be suppressed. It didn’t do 
the public any good to be told about these de- 
ficiencies, he suggested, while it might weaken 
public morale in the Western world and so add 
to the difficulties of statesmen. 


We couldn’t agree. It seems to us that free 
peoples have more to gain at this time from a 
knowledge of unpleasant truth than from its 
suppression. Somethings have to be held back 
when war is in progress, but that is not quite 
the situation today. Nothing seems to have 
been gained since hostilities ended in 1945 by 
maintaining illusions concerning the character 
and strength of the government of Chiang Kai- 
Shek, or about the situation in China in 


general. It isreally not worth while to pretend . 


that a Fascist-type country like Portugal is a 
democracy (like Denmark or Norway) just be- 
cause she has some useful islands and can be of 
value in a war of nerves. 

-Governments, of course, must observe pro- 
tocol in such matters; but journalists, and 
others who can be free to speak their minds, do 
a service to us who are the public and to those 
in positions of high responsibility, when they 
let in the light. | 

If we must have a “realist” policy, we had 
better know the essential realities. Interna- 
tional politics often makes strange bedfellows, 
but we don’t think anything can be gained per- 
manently by the pretense that all are equally 
congenial.

Farm cash income from the sale of 
farm products was an all-time high at 
$2,449,865,000 in 1948, the total for 1947 
being $1,962,276,000. 

Farm operating expenses in 1948 to- 
talled $1,083,556,000, as compared with 
$968,372,000 in 1947. The most signifi- 
cant increase was in livestock feeds, 
which rose in cost by approximately 
$45,000,000.

Canada has over three and a half 
million cows, representing an invest- 
ment of $440 millions. Farms where 
they graze are valued at an estimated 
$2.5 billions; machinery to run these 
farms cost $350 millions; while milk 
processing plants and equipment ac- 
count for another $200 millions. 
<aicemiiiibn iaessnci 
culture is locating supplies of poison 
bait at strategic points throughout the 
danger areas. Supplies of the new 
spray poison, Chlordane, are also avail- 
able at reduced rates. 

The cost of poison bait will be met 
by the Provincial Department of Agri- 
culture and the Municipal Districts 
concerned. The cost of Chlordane is 


reduced by $2.00 per gallon, which is 


the approximate cost of an equivalent 
amount of bait. 

To assure that control measures are 
effective, farmers should be prepared 
for early action. They should tie in 
effective tillage practices along with 
the use of poison baits or sprays 
wherever possible. If anyone is in 
doubt as to the best method of con- 
trolling grasshoppers he is advised to 
contact his District Agriculturist or the 
Dominion Entomological Branch, Leth- 
bridge.

Income Tax Appeal Board. — The 
Canadian Federation of Agriculture, in 
its presentation to the Dominion Cabi- 
net in 1947, asked for the setting up 
of a Board of Arbitration in order that 
taxpayers might have a simple and 
inexpensive means of appealing deci- 
sions of income tax officials. 

While this proposal has not been 
met in full, the same ends can be 
achieved through the Income Tax Ap- 
peal Board set up in February, 1949. 
This Board, or some of its members, 
will hold regional sittings, so that 
those requiring its services will not 
have to meet unnecessary costs in pre- 
senting their case. 

Any taxpayer who is not satisfied 
with his assessment should imme- 


| diately file a Notice of Objection with 


the Minister. Necessary forms for 
Notice of Objection can be secured 
from your District Income Tax Office. 
If the re-assessment is not consid- 
ered satisfactory, the taxpayer may 
file a Notice of Appeal with the Min- 
ister of National Revenue. This Notice 
of Appeal and all documents with re- 
gard to his case will be turned over to 
the Appeal Board. Do not file your re- 
quest with the Appeal Board. Only 
appeals for 1946 and subsequent taxa- 
tion years will be heard. Each appel- 
lant will be given due notice of the 
time and place of the hearing of his 
appeal.

Describes Action of New 
Grasshopper Poison 


An outstanding new development in 
the field of insect control is the ac- 
ceptance of Chlordane as a powerful, 
effective and economical weapon for 
destroying grasshoppers, writes Dr. F. 
J. Greaney, director of Line Elevators’ 
Farm Service. Evidence shows that 
Chlordane kills insects in three ways— 
by direct contact, by stomach poison- 
ing and through fumigant action. In 
the case of grasshoppers, however, the 
chemical acts chiefly as a stomach 
poison, so that best results are ob- 
tained by applying it to succulent, 
edible vegetation, at a time when the 
young grasshoppers are feeding heavi- 
ly. Dr. Greaney points out that while

British Makers of 
Farm Machinery to 
Tour This Province 


British manufacturers of farm ma- 
chinery and implements are seeking to 
find out whether a market for their 
products can be opened up in Canada. 

With this end in view a delegation 
has been sent to the Dominion; and it 
will visit Alberta this month, accord- 
ing to word received by James R. Mc- 
Fall, Secretary of the Alberta Federa- 
tion of Agriculture, The delegation 
consists of a group of leading execu- 
tives representing various firms. 

The delegation will arrive in Leth- 
bridge on Sunday, May 15th, and will 
spend the Monday in the Lethbridge 
district, making an extensive tour of 
farming areas in order to study the re- 
quirements of agriculture in farm 
machrinery, and find out whether 
British types of machines might meet 
these requirements in some instances. 
They will leave Lethbridge on Tuesday 
evening for Calgary, and wiH spend 
Wednesday and Thursday in the Cal- 
gary district, and Friday in the Ed- 
monton district. 

Britain is making a special effort at 
this time to increase her exports to 
Canada, now about a third as great as 
Canada’s exports to Britain. The visit 
of the executives of farm machinery 
manufacturers is part of this drive.

figure of 183,189 and it was estimated 
that the potential membership was in 
the region of 220,000. He was certain 
his colleagues were in complete agree- 
ment that there should not be any de- 
viation from the voluntary principle in 
the Union membership. The question 
of getting 100 per cent membership 
was not a job for the Union, exactly, 
but a job for every single member of 
the Union who had a non-Union neigh- 
bor next door to him.” 

The fees are on an acreage basis, 
roughly 10c an acre at present rates of 
exchange, with neither a maximum or 
minimum. These are felt to be unsatis- 
factory and a change is under discus- 
sion. 

Membership of the National Farm- 
ers’ Union of Scotland, which numbers 
around 23,000, is also on a voluntary

“WHEN YOU’VE GROWN OLDER” 


Comox, B.C. 
Dear Farm Women: 

It is now more clear to me why 
many people who have made trips to 
the Coast reserve their annual visit for 
early Spring. “At home on the Prair- 
ies’’—(I still find myself saying that) 
there are the occasional delightful 
spring days, but the flowers have not 
ventured out in abundance as they 
have here. 

The daffodils make for such beauti- 
ful pictures in so many gardens. But 
I was laughing yesterday and saying 
perhaps they would come to be as 
common as dandelions to me in time, 
for I well remember the first prairie 
dandelion I saw when they first made 
their appearance in our garden. I ex- 
claimed with delight, “Oh the dear 
little dandelion’! In later years I must 
admit I used very different language 
over them. 

And I must add a word for the hya- 
cinths, which make the.air so frag- 
rant. A garden I saw the other day 
was beautiful with them in their vari- 
ous pastel colorings and the air delici- 
ously fragrant. And, naturally, in this 
country with so many stones, there are 
little rock gardens innumerable, with 
the little purple and yellow and white 
rock plants climbing over the stones. 
Some of the flowering trees and shrubs 
as well have their Easter finery and 
add to the picture. 


Many Prairie People Here 


One thing I have. noted lately is the 
very great number of prairie people 
who have come to this Island to live. 
Many of them are past the stage when 
they can be called young, or even 
middle-aged; they are definitely old 
people and have come to retire here. 
Which reminds me the last ex-prairie 
woman to whom I was talking agreed 
with me that it did not work out asa 
life with time hanging on their hands 
—in fact it was quite the reverse. 

All of which made me rather mutter 
when I was presented with a pamphlet 
“When You’re Grown Older’, one of 
the Public Affairs Pamphlets printed in 
New York by that Association. And 
by the way have you seen many of 
their publications, which from their 
varied titles seem to deal with most of 
the pressing social and personal prob- 
lems of today, particularly in regard to 
physical and mental health, And when 
I say mental health, I mean the devel- 
opment of a healthy state of mind. 

But: in this pamphlet which I have 
just read, I did note some facts which 
certainly show that we are developing 
more healthy bodies. The average 
length of life for instance has so in- 
creased that a person now twenty 
years of age has as many years of life 
remaining as a new-born baby did as 
recently as in 1900. The greatest 
lengthening of life has been in the 
lives of children and young people, but 
men and women of sixty-five may ex- 
pect to live one and a qwarter years 
longer today than persons of similar 
years in 1900. 

And this pamphlet further reminds 
us that, on the whole, country people 
as they grow older are more fortunate 
than many of their contemporaries of 
the city, for they continueto be self- 
supporting for years longer. There are 
not so many in the country who are 
beginning to wonder how they are 
going to be kept, with whom they are 
going to live, how they are going to 


.occupy their time. 


Pension as Social Right 


There was a time when these were 
purely personal or family responsibil- 
ities, Today we are reaching a stage 
when they are considered social re- 
sponsibilities. The result is that many 


are spared the dread and the fear of 
being a family burden. And the happy 
feature is that we are beginning to 
think of the acceptance of the old age 
pensions, not as a form of charity but 
as our social right. We realize that the 
position is merely reversed. At one time 
the people now pensioners were con- 
tributors to their elders, now they are 
the recipients from those ,who in their 
turn will take that position. That, I 
think, is the attitude all need to take. 

But while the older ones may be free 
from financial responsibilities, there is 
still much social contribution they can 
make if they but look about. I wonder 
what most of us are preparing to be 
able to give, as well as making plans 
to receive?

COLLECTING MINERALS 


By ELVIN W. PERSON, Esther, Alta. 


: 


O you are going to make a rock collection? 
A rock is not.just a rock any more. 
belongs to a particular family. Every rock has its story, 


It tells a story. It 


and it must be analyzed, classified, and in the process of doing 
this, one makes new discoveries learning about minerals and 
their uses. Bit by bit as you add to your collection, their names 
will become familiar to you and Mother Nature unfolds many 


secrets. 


Must Be Carefully Assorted 

A collection of a great heap of dif- 
ferent rocks is worthless unless you 
carefully assort them. Drawers are a 
convenient place to keep them; but, 
as you go on collecting, a drawer may 
assume the shape of Fibber McGee’s 
closet. Trays which can be lifted out 
of drawers are more convenient, and if 
you can divide the trays into compart- 
ments it is much more satisfactory. 

A very neat way of mounting your 
specimens is to make stands of 
Plaster-of-Paris. A small form such 


= as a snuff box can be used. Be sure to 
_the box before putting in the 
a Plaster-of-Paris. Before the plaster be- 


comes hard, lay the rock on it. After- 
wards the box may be removed. 

Each specimen should be labeled as 
to kind and locality where found, This 
may be pasted to the base of the form. 

Classifying Your Collection 


In classifying your collection, it is 


usual to classify specimens according 
to their formation. The commonest of 
rocks have been formed by heat. 
Granite is an example of this. If you 
look at them closely you will see that 
they are made up of numerous differ- 
ent minerals which are scattered 
throughout. There are little glittering 
scales of black and white which are 
known as Mica. The smooth, shiny 
surfaces of pink and gray are, Felspar, 
while the glassy clear form is known as 
Quartz. Many specimens of pure 
Quartz may be found in the West. One 
way to test a piece of rock that you 
think is quartz is to rub it on glass. 
If it scratches the glass it is very likely 
to be quartz. 

Quite often in pieces of granite you 
will see a black mineral called Horne- 
blende. Granite varies in form in 
many communities, so that the wise 
collector will keep many samples, es- 
pecially when they are from a differ- 
ent district from his own.

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World Wheat Situation 


By LEONARD D. NESBITT,

Prospects for a good world wheat 
crop in 1949 have dimmed considerably 
in recent weeks. A severe drouth has 
prevailed in Europe and the outturn 
of wheat this year on that continent 
will likely be down from last year. 
Conditions are below normal in south- 
eastern Europe and also in Spain and 
Portugal. 

The Argentinian crop, harvested last 
year-end, will have an exportable sur- 
plus of only 55 million bushels. Aus- 
tralia’s outturn is now officially esti- 
mated at 187.7 million bushes. 

The Canadian prairies have been ex- 
periencing a dry spring with persistent 
winds. While it is yet early to forecast 
a poor crop in this region, the lack of 
subsoil moisture, due to the dry 1948 
autumn, creates uneasiness. 

A bright spot in the world picture is 
the excellent prospects for a big Unit- 
ed States wheat crop. It is possible that 
the outturn in that country will be over 
1.3 billion bushels. Such production 
would leave a surplus of at least 500 
million bushels available for export. 

10% Acreage Increase Likely 

The first crop report of the season 
issued by the Alberta Wheat Pool 
showed that 29 per cent of the wheat 
seeding was completed on April 30th, 
and also indicated the likelihood of a 
10 per cent increase in wheat acreage. 
Alberta’s wheat acreage last year was 
6,259,000 acres. 

Except for the Peace River area, the 
topsoil is dry and some drifting has 
been caused by high winds. In some 
localities in central and southern Al- 
berta, particularly in the eastern dist- 
ricts, early sown wheat is patchy, indi- 
cating poor germination due to lack of 
moisture. 

In the drier areas some farmers have 
suspended seeding operations waiting 
for rain, and in irrigation districts it* 
has been found necessary in some 
cases to irrigate before seeding. 

Moisture conditions are poorest in 
east central and southeastern Alberta. 
In western. districts summerfallow sub- 
soil moisture is fair, but moisture in 
land which was cropped last year is 


poor.

Hospital Insurance 


British Columbia hospitals, as well 
as the general public, are expected to 
benefit from the hospital insurance 
scheme which went into effect at the 
beginning of the year. The hospitals 
will be relieved of the financial burden 
of non-paying patients; and the public 
are finding the costs of illness less bur- 
densome, Premiums are set at the rate 
of $15 yearly for single persons 16 
years of age and older, and at $24 for 
heads of families with one dependent, 
and $30 for those with more than one 
dependent. Benefits include public 
ward accommodation (those wishing 
private or semi-private wards can have 
them by paying the difference in cost), 
operating room and case room facil- 
ities, meals and special diets, X-ray 
and other services. Critics of the plan 
maintain that there are _ insufficient 
hospital beds to meet the needs, and it 
is recognised that more accommoda- 
tion is required, B.C. is the second 
Province to organize a hospital insur- 
ance plan, Saskatchewan being the 


first. 
Should Make Sure Well Not 


Source of Danger 


Wells which supply farm homes with 
water may be sources of danger, the 
Department of National Health points 
out. A well should be placed on fairly 
high ground, so that surface water 
cannot drain into it; it should be cov- 
ered, and should be cleaned regularly. 
Then the water should be tested to 
make sure that it is free from danger-

Another .type are the fire-formed 
rocks. These are sometimes called 
“Igneous”, These often contain the 
same minerals as granite. A distinc- 
tive difference lies in the fact that the 
minerals are nearly always arranged 
in parallel bands. Much of this rock 
is formed from the lava of erupting 
mountains. 

Sedimentary or water-formed rocks 
are another kind. The commonest of 
these is sandstone. It may be red, 
gray, brown or yellow. Sometimes it 
is banded in many colors. Shale is an- 
other kind; it has been formed from 
clay and mud. Quite often fossil shells 
and the formation of them are found 
in shale. Limestone may be found in 
many places in the West. These were 
formed from the broken shells of sea 
animals. 

Many people call rock collectors 
“rock hounds”. They go about with a 
questioning glance at every hillside 
and every stream-bed. Each carries a 
magnifying gass under his or her arm, 
a hammer, and a stout bag for speci- 
mens. Truly, it is a:marvellous and 
fascinating hobby open to all who feel 
the call, Why not you?

Trimming of Hedges should be done, 
as a rule, towards the end of the ac- 
tive period of new growth — about the 
end of June or early July for deciduous 
plants.
